Welsh  Imperial 
Singers  Please 
Large  Audience 


‘•Gandhi,  Tho  Son  of  Empire"  la  Sub¬ 
ject  of  Address  Given  at  College,  Sun¬ 
day.  First  of  Lectures  by  Faculty. 

The  systom  of  empiro  building  must 
bn  judged  finally  by  it's  most  pro¬ 
nounced  and  significant  products.  In 
the  whole  rango  of  experience  in  im¬ 
perial  oxpanison,  no  soil  has  had  a 
better  opportunity  to  bring  forth  mn- 
turo  products  of  this  variety  than  has 
that  of  India.  In  India  Gandhi  stands 
the  most  representative,  tho  most  in¬ 
fluential  personality  raised  into  prom¬ 
inence  by  tho  intellectual  and  emotion¬ 
al  commotions  of  our  generation.  It  is 
to  him,  a  reputed  saint  participating 
in  practical  politics  ruthcr  than  to  tho 
philosophical,  cultupd  Tagore  teaching 
an  international  college,  that  India 
pays  her  highest  homage. 

Tliroo  distinct  types  of  social  exper¬ 
ience  find  thoir  focus  consummated  in 
Gandhi.  Racial  and  religious  stratifi¬ 
cation  aro  not  less  marked  in  India 
thnn  in  America.  Wave  after  wave  of 
unharmonious  populations  have  flowed 
southeastward  across'  the  Indus  River 
into  that  peninsula,  each  maintaining 
its  identity  through  tho  intervening 
centuries  both  in  social  and  religious 
traditions.  Gandhi  meets  tlieso  differ¬ 
ences  and  draws  them  all  toward  a 
common  sympathy  and  program  for  a 
new  kind  of  a  future  marked  by  peace¬ 
ful  cooperation. 

Europoan  contacts  with  India  have 
centered  about  those  motives  which 
identified  this  country  with  the  Spieo 
islands.  Western  merchants  have  sought 
trade,  and  in  the  interest  of  that  trade 
thoy  have  tried  out  various'  methods 
and  relationships  to  secure  tho  stabil¬ 
ity  deemed  desirable.  It  was  mutual 
rivalry  among  Europeans  themselves 
that  forced  into  this  oastorn  commerce 
tho  demand  for  a  political  control  over 
tho  areas  to  which  and  from  which 
commer'clar&xcliange  was'floiVTrigrTriTs' 
process  of  government  by  tho  trader 
culminated  in  tho  great  mutiny  of  1857, 
a  revolt  in  which  greased  cartridges 
were  quite  overbalanced  as  causes  by 
tho  loss  of  thrones,  the  loss  of  incomes, 
and  tho  throat  of  a  forced  abandon¬ 
ment  of  tho  great  native  religious 
faiths.  Railways,  telegraphs,  postof¬ 
fices,  schools,  and  scientific  ideas  and 
appliances — tho  visible  substance  of 
the  modern  ages — became  the  natural¬ 
ized,  or  domesticated  servants  of  the 
peoplo  of  Beugal,  Gujaret,  Punjab  and 
all  othor  provinces  of  British  India. 
Not  even  the  so-called  independent  na- 
tivo  states  escaped  tho  encircling  and 
penotrating  dominance  of  that  political 
and  economic  systom  unifying  India 
undor  tho  pax  Britannica. 

All  thoso  developments  Gandhi  ac¬ 
cepted  in  youth  as  a  matter  of  course, 
flis  oducation  was  under  British  influ¬ 
ence,  and  tho  whole  sympathy  and 
loyalty  of  his  ardent  nature  supported 
England  in  tho  South  African  and  in 
the  World  Wars.  It  was  tho  tightening 
of  police  control  over  nativo  protest 
against  what  was  regarded  as  loss  of 
liborty  that  mado  out  of  Gandhi,-  tho 
lawyor  and  British  patriot,  tho  Gandhi 
wo  now  know  as  tho  lendor  of  revolt 
and  non-cooporntion.  Ho  and  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Indian  Congress,  which  nroso  in

Nothing  but  words  of  prniso  for  the 
program  havo  dropped  from  tho  lips  of 
those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  bo 
presont  for  the  concert  by  the  Welsh 
Imperial  Singers  given  in  tho  College 
Auditorium  lato  Sunday  afternoon,  Feb¬ 
ruary  1.

Tho  42-10  Win  for  S.  T.  C.  Over  War- 

ronsburg  Hero  Friday,  Fobruary  6, 

Places  the  Schools  in  Tio  for  Honors. 

A  most  revengeful  plastering,  admin¬ 
istered  by  a  highly  ruffled  group  of 
'Bearcat  basketccrs,  pulled,  tho  War- 
!  ronsburg  Mules  from  their  placo  and 
Maryvillo  went  into  undisputed  poss¬ 
ession  of  first  place,  ns  percentage 
counts,  last  Friday  night.  The  score  was 
Maryvillo  42,  Warronsburg  10. 

A  capacity  lious'c,  the  largest  crowd 
of  tho  season  with  tho  exception  of 
that  at  tho  Pittsburg  game,  came  to  soo 
a  game  that  from  indications  probably 
would  bo  closo  because  of  the  fact  that 
tho  Mules  had  taken  conference  lead 
a  few  weeks  ago  at  Warrcnsburg  by 
defeating  Maryvillo  by  one  point,  in 
tlio  latter  team’s,  first  conference  loss 
in  two  years.  But  a  capacity  house  saw 
one  of  tho  most  one-sided  fracases, 
played  hero  this  year.  Tho  Bearcats 
wore  out  to  win,  and  to  win  by  a 
margin. 

When  tilings  began,  Jack  McCracken 
got  the  tip,  the  ball  was  passed  around 
a  fow  seconds,  and  Finloy  scored  from 
a  side  position.  Then  Cowden  counted, 
and  tlie  avalanche  was  on.  Soon  Mc¬ 
Cracken  opened  his  artillery  with  a 
famous  “McCracken  tip-in,"  and  Fin¬ 
ley  scored  another  basket  to  make  tlio 
score  8  to  0  before  Warronsburg  called 
time  out  to  stop  the  whirl.  When  play 
was  resumed,  five  more  Maryville  coun¬ 
ters  brought  the  total  up  to  13  before 
Childress  of  tho. Mules  scored  a  long 
field  baskot  from  the  side.  When  tho 
half  onded  things  wero  going  a  bit 
slower,  but  Maryvillo  led  18,  to  5. 

In  tlio  second  half,  another  Mary¬ 
ville  rush  ran  tho  score  higher,  while 
tho  visitor’s  points  did  not  increase 
very  rapidly.  A  smothering  defonso 

brought  closo  to  tho.  basket  with  the 
cxcoption  of  two  times,  when  Warrens- 
burg  men  reached  the  goal  unguarded 
for  sot-ups,  one  of  which  was  brilliant¬ 
ly  missed.  Maryville  executed  several 
scoring  plays  directly  from  tho  tip-off 
that  at  times  mado  the  play  Bparkling 
despite  tho  evident  one-Bidednoss. 

Tho  Warronsburg  guard,  ono  man 
•named  Gates,  who  was  directly  respon¬ 
sible  for  tho  Maryvillo  defeat  at  War¬ 
ronsburg  because  of  his  sovoral  field 
baskets,  was  smothered  and  mado  no 
scores.  On  the  othor  hand,  McCracken, 
who  was  alroady  leading  tho  confer¬ 
ence  in  scoring,  strengthened  his  hold 
on  tlio  honor  position  by  making  thir¬ 
teen  points,  three  more  than  tho  ontire 
Warronsburg  toam  could  register.

Born  and  roared  on  a  farm  in  Mich¬ 
igan,  near  tho  littlo  town  of  Ionia,  Dr. 
II.  G.  Dildino  had  all  tho  advantages 
of  rural  lifo  tho  North  could  offer  a 
hoy,  years  before  the  students  now 
studying  under  him  at  tho  College  wore 
horn. 

Tho  Michigan  youth  attained  his 
olomentary  education  in  a  country 
school  near  his  home  In  tho  days  when 
the  throe  R’s  dominated  tho  course  of 
studies  in  tho  littlo  framo  schoolhouse. 
Aftor  completing  the  seventh  grade 
with  class  honors  ho  went  to  a  nearby 
city  and  enrolled  in  the  eighth  grade  of 
the  public  school  and  graduated  from 
high  school  in  tho  samo  city. 

Tho  eity  of  Chicago  with  its  great 
universities,  its  art  galleries,  and  mu¬ 
seums  wore  not  far  away,  and  tho  high 
school  graduate  went  to  Chicago  n«  a 
student  of  Northwestern  University.

Y.  M.  Group  Hears 
of  War  Experience 


Tho  A.  B.  degree  was  conferred  on  Mr. 
Dildine  im  1903. 


Tho  university  graduate  had  proved 
his  ability  as  a  scholar  while  in  Chi¬ 
cago  and  the  opportunity  to  go  to  tho 
Orient  im  special  educational  and  re¬ 
ligious  work  was  opened  to  him.  Ho 
acoopted  a  placo  in  the  field  of  service 
and  went  to  Southern  China.  Mr.  Dil¬ 
dine  did  not  set  foot  on  American  soil 
again  until  seven  years  later  when  he 
returned  to  Chicago  for  two  years  work 
at  Northwestern  University  for  his 
Master's  degree.  With  another  univer¬ 
sity  degree  to  his  credit  Mr.  Dildino 
returned  to  China  for  throe  moro  years. 
Tho  term  wad  shortened  on  account  of 
health.  Again  Mr.  Dildino  crossed  the 
mighty  span  that  separates  America 
from  tho  Orient  to  work  on  his  Doc¬ 
tor’s  degree. 

The  third  trip  to  China  added  nino 
moro  years  to  tho  chapter  in  tho  lifo 
of  Dr.  Dildino 'a  missionary  and  educa¬ 
tional  work  in  China.  This  time  ho  was 
in  North  China  serving  two  different 
schools,  the  last  being  Peking  Acad¬ 
emy.  Tho  students  in  this  school -wore 
all  boys,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  of 
them. 

Upon  his  roturn  to  America,  closing 
ninoteen  years  residence  in  tho  Par 
East,  Dr.  Dildino  was  kept  busy  for  a

full  year  traveling  over  tho  Uni  tod 
8tates  relating  his  oxporiences.  Tho  call 
to  tho  faculty  of  tho  social  scionco  do- 
partmont  at  tho  College  catno  in  1928. 
Dr.  Dildino  had  just  completed  a  yoar 
on  the  teaching  staff  of  Northwestern 
University.  Ho  assumed  his  duties  in 
Maryville  in  Beptombor  of  that  yoar. 

Dr.  Dildino  was  a  membor  of  tho 
committee  that  prganizod  a  women's 
college  at  Fouchow,  China,  and  wub  for 
two  yenrs  president  of  tho  Provincial 
Education  Association  for  Christian 
Schools  in  Shantung.

Personal  experiences  in  Europo  dur¬ 
ing  tho  World  War  wore  told  tlio  mem¬ 
bers  of  tlio  Y.  M.  C.  A.  by  Dr.  Henry 
A.  Poster,  head  of  tlio  social  scicnco 
department,  Who  was  in  Prance  during 
the  critical  days  of  the  war  in  a  spe¬ 
cial  educational  sorvico  for  tho  Ameri¬ 
can  army.  Tlio  meeting  was  bold  Mon¬ 
day  night,  February  2. 

Early  in  tho  summor  of  1918  Mr.  Pos¬ 
ter  left  the  Collego  faculty  and  became 
associated  with  tho  Y.  M.  C.  A.  activ¬ 
ities  overseas.  Wliilo  crossing  tlio  At¬ 
lantic,  Dr.  Poster  was  made  transport 
secretary.  Ilia  duty  was  to  arrange 
entertainment  for  the  soldiers  and  con¬ 
duct  rccroational  activities.  He  super¬ 
vised  tlio  editing  of  “The  Fog  Horn,” 
a  paper  for  all  soldiers  aboard.  Upon 
arrival  in  Prance,  after  several  days  in 
London,  Dr.  Poster  was  assigned  to  an 
America  aviation  camp  just  outside  of 
Paris  to  organize  and  supervise  an  ed¬ 
ucational  program.  Tho  idea  was  that 
many  young  men  wanted  to  pursue 
courses  along  lines  they  had  followed 
at  homo.  Tho  army  educational  train¬ 
ing  school  program  was  well  in  opera¬ 
tion  when  tho  Armistico  came.  During! 
the  early  days  of  the  war  Dr.  Poster 
was  in  and  out  of  Paris  many  wooks 
buying  equipment,  organizing  classes, 
getting  teachers,  and  lecturing.  While 
tho  Poaco  Conference  was  in  session 
at  Versailles  the  idea  of  establishing  n 
temporary  univorsity  for  soldiers  gain¬ 
ed  impetus  among  tho  loadors. 

Tho  A.  E.  P.  (Ariiorican  Expedition¬ 
ary  Forcos)  Univorsity  was  established 
in  March,  1919,  at  Beaune,  in  central 
Franco.  Dr.  Poster  was  present  and 
made  a  contribution  to  its  organization 
and  became  a  mombor  of  its  faculty. 
Tlio  univorsity  wad  ono  of  tho  moBt 
unique  undertakings  of  the  war.  Tho 
plan  was  abandoned  Juno  7,  1919,  as 
tho  soldiers  woro  roturnod  to  this  coun¬ 
try  faster  than  oxpoctod.  With  tho 
broak-up  of  tho  university,  Dr.  Foster, 
accompanied  by  a  professor  of  Dart¬ 
mouth  College,  mado  a  wook’s  tour  of 
tho  shell-torn  battlofiolds  of  Franco, 
and  thon  returned  homo.

American  Leadership 
Is  Due  to  Training 


Instructor  Writes 

Magazine  Article 


‘‘Tlio  High  School  Teacher,”  a  na¬ 
tional  journal  of  secondary  education, 
publishod  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  contains 
an  articlo  in  its  Januury  numbor  on 
“la  it  Possiblo  to  Abolish  War!”  by 
O.  Myking  Melius  of  tlio  Collogo  fac¬ 
ulty. 

In  commenting  on  tlio  article,  the 
editor  of  tlio  “High  School  Toaehor” 
says:  ”0,  Myking.. Melius,  profossor  of 
socially}  and  toaehor  trniniug  at  tho 
State  Tejichors  Collogo,  Muryy;i,llo,  Mis¬ 
souri,  writes  another  articlo  bii  a  prob-J 
lorn  that  lias  boon  in  open  discussion 
sinco  tlio  World  Wur.  Our  roadors  aro 
quito  familiar  with  tho  oxcollout  con¬ 
tributions  which  Mr.  Molius  prosonts 
from  time  to  time.  Ho  givos  us  somo 
plain  facts  iu  this  articlo.  Aftor  all, 
that  is  what  makes  interest,  and  Mr. 
Mohus  knows  haw  to  command  tlio 
reader ’d  attention  and  hold  it.” 

Mr.  Molius  points  out  ia  his  articlo 
that  war  does  not  omanato  from  any 
so-called  fighting  instinct;  that  society 
has  abolished  other  evils  that  have 
'been  just  us  firmly  rooted  in  human 
thinking  as  war  is;  that  war  doos  not 
make  a  nation  strong;  and  that  war 
doos  not  settle  moral  issues,  but  rathor 
brings  about  a  deoidod  slump  in  a 
nation’s  moral  character, 

Finally,  he  indicates  that  war  will  ho 
rejected  by  civilized  society  when  it 
realizes  its  horror  and  is  convinced  of 
its  utter  futility. 


At  a  mooting  of  tlio  Sixth  District 
American  Alumni  Council  in  Kansas 
City,  Friday  and  Saturday,  January  2 
and  3,  held  at  tho  Kansas  City  Athletic 
Club  building,  Chancellor  E.  H.  Lind- 
ley,  of  the  University  of  Kansad,  said 
that  the  secret  of  American  leadership 
is  to  bo  found  in  the  development  of 
tlio  human  factor,  the  selection  and 
training  of  tlio  right  man  for  tlio  right 
placo. 

Chancellor  Lindlcy  said  that  the  two 
factors  or  forcos  which  are  backing 
education  now  aro  parental  influence 
and  big  business.  There  was  a  time 
when  big  business  was  not  interested 
in  tlio  big  educational  movement  and 
it  was  left  largely  to  parents  to  work 
for  tlio  educational  training  of  the 
child.  But  now,  according  to  Mr.  Lind-' 
ley,  big  business  has  discovered  that 
tho  human  being  is  all  important.  Es¬ 
pecially  is  tho  business  world  eager  to 
secure  tlio  services  of  collego  graduates 
ranking  in  tho  upper  10  percent  of  tho 
classes. 

Mr.  Lindley  said  that  Amorica  will 
livo  on  in  democracy  becauso  so  many 
of  hor  sons  and  daughters  aro  in  school 
in  training.  Tliid  is  moro  true  of  Ame¬ 
rica  than  of  other  nations. 

In  answer  to  tho  question  “Will  the 
Univorsity  Control  Big  Business,  or 
Will  Big  Business  Control  tho  Univers¬ 
ity,”  Chancellor  Lindley  said  that  the 
University  will  control,  or  should  con¬ 
trol,  since  business  now  has  to  look  to 
tho  University  for  its  research  workers 
and  specialists. 

To  produco  enough  money  for  the 
educational  institutions  in  those  middle 
wostern  states,  sufficient  to  enable 
thorn  to  compote  with  tho  Eastern 
schools,  this  agricultural  region  must 
be  somewhat  changed  into  an  industrial 
and  manufacturing  center  at  least  to 
a  greator  extent  than  it  has  been  in 
tlio  past,  according  to  Mr.  Lindley, 

Chancellor  Lindley  said  that  ath- 
lotics,  according  to  statistics,  has  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  tho  enrolimont  of  a  Col¬ 
logo  or  University  over  a  period  of  ton 
years  or  bo.  Tho  Chnncollor  also  made 
tho  statement  that  some  of  tho  West¬ 
ern  engineering  schools  could  show 
twice  as  many  graduates  in  Wlto’s  Who 
as  many  of  tho  Eastern  schools,  and 
that  tho  Eastern  schools  will  admit 
that  most  of  tho  students  who  come 
from  this  section  of  tho  country  aro 
strong  students,  capable  of  becoming 
loaders. 

Dr.  Lindioy  said  in  closing  his  ad¬ 
dress  that  if  tho  idea  can  bo  put 
across  to  tlio  alqmni  groups'  that  the 
middle  western  schools  must  have  tho 
boat  in  equipment  and  instructors,  to 
tlio  extent  that  they  realize  tlio  impor¬ 
tance  of  thoso  factors  and  aro  willing 
to  help  provido  them,  that  thoro  will 
bo  no  need  to  worry  about  tho  future 
of  the  educational  institutions  in  tho 
middlo  western  states.
